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In the remarks, Applicant argued in substance that (1) the Okabe prior art reference does not teach communication between computer 
software applications; (2) neither the Okabe prior art reference nor the Starkey prior art reference teaches storage operation and (3) there 
is no suggestion or motivation as required by the MPEP to combine the Okabe and Starkey references. 

As to points 1 and 2, the Examiner contends that the rejection of the final office action (12/01/04) and that the argument of the final office 
action (12/01/04) completely covers the claimed limitation and clarifies Applicant's remarks/arguments respectively. 
As to point 3, the Examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art 
to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. In this case, USER A process is used to changed or 
modify a database and a second process USER B is notified without requiring USER B process to perform polling operation to determine 
when the database has been changed or modified (Starkey Col. 6 Ln.
